daughters. 
Only girls who are 16, 17 or 18 
years of age will be admitted to 
camp this year. Mrs. Paul announc­ 
ed. The girls will room at the Hotel 
Eberhart and take their meals at 
Mrs. Smith's restaurant, she said.

papers in the fireproof vaults of The 
Times and News Publishing com­ 
pany—newspapers came into being 
in Adams county in 1800, one hun­ 
dred and forty years ago. Two pub­ 
lications, still in existence, The Get­ 
tysburg Compiler and I The Star and 
Sentinel, enjoy the enviable mem­ 
bership in “The Century Club” of 
newspapers having been published 
continuously one hundred years or 
more. There is no other county of 
known record which enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of having two publica­ 
tions affiliated with "The Century 
Club." 
The Ai st newspaper published in 
Gettysburg was of the very small 
size, three columns in width, meas­ 
uring eight Inches wide and nine 
and one-half inches In depth. Tra­ 
dition long established is that this 
first newspaper, "The Adams Cen­ 
tinel” was printed on the old Rara- 
j age press, which had been purchased 
' md brought here by Robert Harper 
I Sr. 
Size of Paper Changes 
As the style and size of nevvs- 
j papers underwent frequent changes 
| (he old Ramage press remained in 
[the possession of Gettysburg print­ 
ers until its acquisition by H J. Mil- 
; ler who published a newspaper in

der that masthead until 1832 when

REV. J. A. HUBER 


DIES IN HANOVER 


The Very Rev, James A Huber, 
pastor of St. Joseph’s Roman Cath­ 
olic church, Hanover, since October 
1903, died Tuesday at the church 
rectory there. 
He was 86 years of 
age and the oldest priest in the Har­ 
risburg diocese oi 
tile 
Catholic 
church. 
Father Huber was born in Lancas­ 
ter and attended the public schools 
o' that city. 
He received Ills edu­ 
cation for the priesthood at St. Vin­ 
cent’s college and seminary in La­ 
trobe, and was ordained in June, 
1880, in the Cathedral of SS. Peter 
and Paul, Philadelphia, by the late 
Archbishop Wood. 
Following his ordination, he served 
as assistant pastor at St. Mary s 
church, Lancaster, for a short time, 
and was then named assistant pastor 
of St. Putrick’s cathedral, Harris­ 
burg. 
He also served as assistant 
pastor of Immaculate Conception 
church, Lock Haven. His first pas­ 
torate was In New Freedom, and he 
was also pastor of St. Patrick’s 
church, Carlisle, at Elizabethtown, 
Cornwall and St. Hubert’s church in 
Danville before being assigned to St 
Joseph's church, Hanover, in 1903.
